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BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  bread  grain  information 

Though  the  supply  situation  for  both  wheat  and  rye  uas  unchanged 
during  the  week  by  new  or  revised  production  estimates  or  any  officially 
reported  change  in  crop  prospects  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  some  infor- 
mation indicating  possible  changes  is  now  at  hand.    The  existing  damage  and 
the  continued  threat  of  more  damage  by  locusts  in  Argentina  is  substantiated 
by  information  received  from  the  Bureau's  Buenos  Aires  representatives. 
Also  unofficial  reports  indicate  a  somewhat  smaller  Canadian  wheat  crop  in 
the  Prairie  provinces,  especially  in  Saskatchewan.    Threshing  returns,  it 
is  maintained,  did  not  come  up  to  earlier  expectations,  largely  as  a  result 
of  less  favorable  conditions  at  the  time  of  grain  filling  and  ripening  than 
during  the  period  of  plant  growth. 

Fall  sowing  operations  are  progressing  fairly  well  in  southwestern 
Europe  and  Russia.     In  France  some  delay  is  reported  by  rain  in  the  western 
and  central  sections    though  sowing  generally  appears  about  normal.  Spain 
reports  prospects  for  an  average  acreage  of  winter  wheat  since  the  improve- 
ment in  the  weather  following  a  period  of  heavy  rain.    Russian  grain  sowings 
up  to  mid-October  at  79,000,000  are  now  reported  only  about  3,500,000  acres 
behind  last  year.     It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  1931  fall  sowings 
were  also  delayed  and  that  the  plan  was  not  executed  by  a  sizeable  amount. 
The  1932  plan  is  now  about  three-fourths  completed.    Separate  figures  on 
wheat  and  rye  are  not  available;  however  it  is  important  to  note  that  sowings 
in  the  important  winter  wheat  regions  of  Ukraine  and  North  Caucasus  have  been 
reported  unusually  backward  this  fall.    Moisture  is  still  reported  in  suffi- 
cient in  North  Caucasus  and  Crimea. 

Russian  grain  pro curings  on  October  20  were  only  37  per  cent  of  the 
monthly  plan  and  for  the  season  to  date  represented  less  than  half  of  the 
yearly  plan.    The  quantity  actually  procured  is  said  to  be  23  per  cent  below 
last  year.     Continental  European  import  market s  were  dull  and  generally  weak 
with  prices  lower  during  the  last  week  of  October.    New  low  prices  were  re- 
ported on  the  exchanges  in  the  export  countries  of  Argentina,  Canada,  United 
States  and  at  the  import  market  of  Liverpool. 

Uorld  wheat  shipments  declined  during  the  week  ended  October  29  to 
9,900,000  bushels  or  nearly  3,000,000  below  the  previous  week  and  the 
smallest  for  many  weeks.    The  Southern  Hemisphere  movement  at  2,000,000 
bushels  was  less  than  for  any  week  in  nearly  two  months  and  Russian  ship- 
ments amounted  to  only  280,000  bushels  or  a  total  of  cut  about  8,000,000 
bushels  this  season  compared  with  56,400,000  bushels  a  year  ago  at  this 
time.    The  Danube  Basin  shipments  also  continue  almost  negligible.  United 
States  exports  increased  to  1,800,000  bushels  during  the  week.

Extent  of  locust  invasion  in  Argentina 

Most  of  the  cereal  growing  provinces  in  Argentina  have  now  been 
invaded  to  some  extent  at  least  by  locusts  and  the  areas  where  eggs  have 
been  deposited  are  very  extensive  making  an  extremely  serious  threat  of 
damage  from  the,  young  locusts  which  will  soon  hatch,  according  to  a  report 
and  chart  received  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Ray  at  Buenos  Aires* 
practically  all  sections  of  the  provinces  of  Santa  Fe  and  Entre  Rios  re- 
port locusts  and  the  depositing  of  locust  eggs;   the  central  portion  of 
the  important  wheat  province  of  Cordoba  had  also  been  rather  widely  invaded 
by  October  10  and  swarms  were  headed  in  both  southern  and  northernly  direc- 
tions while  the  northern  portion  of  Buenos  Aires  province  along  the  river 
was  menaced  by  several  -swarms.    The  movement  of  the  swarms  in  this  province, 
however,  did  not  appear  toward  the  interior  but  limited  to  the  northern 
border,  though  many  swarms  were  headed  toward  the  province  from  the  interior 
of  Santa  Fe  and  Entre  Rios.    Locusts  had  deposited  eggs  in  important  parts 
cf  the  region. 

Damage  up  to  early  October  had  been  done  by  the  flying  locusts  as 
they  settled  down  \vpon  the  fields  from  time  to  time,  the  Commissioner  states. 
It  is  difficult  to  combat  the  flying  locust  although  some  have  been  collected 
and  destroyed.    Strenuous  efforts,  however,  were  reported  being  put  forth 
to  fight  the  young  locusts  or  hoppers  which  were  expected  to  appear  soon. 
The  principal  method  of  control,  which  it  appears  has  a  limited  utility,  is 
the  erection  of  metal  barriers  at  the  sides  of  fields  to  prevent  them  from 
going  from  one  field  to  another.    During  ^he  last  session  of  the  national 
congress  an  appropriation  of  1  million  paper  pesos  (about  $257,000  at  current 
exchange)  was  made  for  defraying  expenses  in  the  campaign  against  the  locust 
this  season. 

Thus  far  most  of  the  damage  has  been  to  flax  and  wheat.     Some  damage 
to  the  corn  crop  by  the  young  hatched  locusts  is  also  feared.    Up  to  October 
5,  over  500,000  acres  of  wheat- and  1,100,000  acres  of  flax  had  been  totally 
lost  due  to  locust  damage  largely  in  the  provinces  of  Entre  Rios  and  Santa 
Fe.    These  areas  represent  3  and  15  per  cent  respectively  of  the  total  area 
planted  to  wheat  and  flax.    In  addition  to  the  total  area  loss  the  locusts 
had  also  partially  damc-g?d  sowings  in  many  other  parts  of  these  provinces 
and  in  Cordoba,  Buenos  ^Irss  and  Santiago  del  Estero.    For  a  table  of  acre- 
age of  crops  by  provinces  in  Argentina,  see  page  573  in  the  October  17  issue 
of  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets".

Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

The  1932  corn  production ' in  17  countries  reported, , including  the 
first  ■  e  stimate  for  Greece,  which  was  received  too  late  to  "be  included  in 
the  detailed  table  on  page  699,  totals  3,710,858,000  bushels,  an  increase 
of  nearly  13  per  cent  over  the  3,290,423,000  bushels  produced  in  the  sane 
countries  last  year.    The  corn  crop  in  Greece  is  estimated  at  9,300,000 
.bushels  compared  with  7,629,000  bushels  last  year. 

The  1932  barley  production  in  34  countries  reported,  including  an 
increase  of  about  6,000,000  bushels  in  the  previous  estimate  for  Greece, 
totals  1,364,680,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  20  per  cent  over  that 
of  the  same  countries  in  1931.    The  oats  production  in  29  countries  re- 
ported is  12.5  per  cent  larger  than  in  those  countries  last  year.    For  .de- 
tailed figures  on  barley  and  oats  production,   see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Marr  . 
kets",  October  31,  pages  663  and  664,  and  for  trade  and  price  tables,  see 
page  698  of  this  issue. 

South  African  grain  situation  .  . 

The  wheat  crop  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  is  ripening  and  harvest 
will  soon  begin,  states  Agricultural  Attache  Taylor  at  Pretoria.  Reports 
from  western  Cape  Province  indicate  that  the  prospects  are  excellent  for 
a  good  wheat  crop  in  this  important  wheat  growing  area,  he  continues.  At 
the  beginning  of  September  it  wa.s  reported  that  the  elevators  in  Capetown 
contained  an  unusually  large  quantity  of  old  wheat,  some  of  which  had  been 
damaged  by  rain  in  the  harvesting  season  and  was  not  wanted  by  millers. 
There  were  reported  to  be  24,836  tons  in  the  Capetown  elevator  and  59,973 
tons  in  storage  in  other  parts  of  the  Union.    The  use  of  so  much  storage 
space  for  wheat  is  interfering  with  the  rapid  loading  of  corn  now  being 
rushed  to  Canada. 

This  is  the  season  at  which  the  marketing  of  corn  is  at  its  height 
in  Southern  Rhodesia,  Mr.  Taylor  states.  Throughout  the  corn-growing  area 
of  this  country  thousands  of  bags  of  corn  are  stacked  in  the  open  at  rail- 
way sidings.  This  is.  ordinarily  a  rainless  season  though  some  heavy  rains 
have  recently  occurred  and  damage  from  wet  grain  is  expected  to  be  consid- 
erable. 

The  Annual  Congress  of  the  Free  State  Agricultural  Union  (U.  of  S.A.) 
unanimously  endorsed  the  principle  of  compulsory  cooperation  for  corn  and 
its  sale  through  one  channel,  since  SO  per  cent  of  the  corn  growers  were  said 
to  favor  it  and  the  small  remainder  derived  the  benefits  without i  sharing 
costs.    Under  the  terms  of  the  Wheat  Imoorta.tion  Restrictions  i.Act  of  1930 
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the  quantity  of  hard  wheat  which  can-  he  imported  for  blending  purposes  is 
fixed  at  a  certain  percentage  of  the  wheat  milled,    luring  the  past  year 
the  Corral  s  si  oner  of  .Customs  cut  down. permits  of  the  nillers  fron  20  per 
cent  to  10  in  February;  then  to  5  per  cent  in  July  and  a  month  later  to 
2  l/2  per  cent.    In  September  nillers  were  notified  import  permits  would  be 
further  cut  to  1  per  cent.     This  is  deemed  useless,  by  the  millers  in- mak- 
ing flour  which  will  make  bread  of  the  desired  consistency,  the  Attache 
states,  bit  it  is  only  since  July  that  the  percentage  has  beer,  reduced 
from  10  per  cent  and  little  if  any  of  the  new  blends  are  yet  in  consump- 
tion. 


Ja~car.ese  Empire  has  larger  rice-  crops 

The  first  estimate  of  the  rice  crop  in  Japan  this  year  of  about 
19,339,190,000  pounds  of  cleaned  rice  is  nearly  12  per  cent  above  last 
year!s  final  figure,  but  is  somewhat  under  the  crop  of  two  years  ago.  The 
Chosen  crop  shows  an  increase  over  last  year's  final  but  not  much  acove 
the  estimate  released  at  this  same  time  last  year.     This  estimate  was  based 
on  the  condition  of  the  crop  on  September  23.    The  final  estimate  of  the 
Taiwan  government  for  the  first  rice  crop  of  1932  is  larger  than  last  yeox's 
first  crop  which  was  a  record  for  Taiwan.    There  was  not  only  a  grin  in  the 
total  amount  harvested  but  also  in  the  yield  per  acre  on  an  increased  acre- 
age.    She  first  rice  crop  in  Taiwan  accounts  for  about  half  of  the  total 
for-  the  year.    The  total  of  Japan,  Chosen  and  the  first  crop  of  Taiwan  ir_ 
1932  is  now  estimated  at  25,850,179,000  pounds,  approximately  10  per  cent 
above  last  year.  ,

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Germany  takes  more  American  rice 

The  2,645,000  pbiah&s  of  American  rice  imported  into  Germany  through 
Hamburg  during  September  marked  a  notable  increase  over  recent  months,  ac- 
cording to  Consul  John  H.  Bruins  at  Hamburg.     The  upturn  in  American  rice.*' 
also  has  some  season  characteristics.    Practically 'none  of  the  American  prod- 
uct is  utilized  as  animal  feed  in  Germany.     The  upturn  in  imports  from  the 
United  States  coincided  with  a  decline  in  rice  imports  from  other  sources, 
largely  Asiatic.    There  has  been  less  interest  in  rice  as  livestock  feed, 
Consul  Bruins  reports,  as  a  result  of  the  heavy  domestic  grain  harvests. 
Milled  rice  moved  into  consumption  fairly  steadily  during  September,  and  both 
port  and  inland  stocks  remained  relatively  low.    Prices  remained  generally 
f  irm. 


DRY  BEAHS 

Foreign  supplies  about  equal  to  last  year 

Present  scattering  reports  indicate  little  change  from  last  year  in  the 
supplies  of  beans  in  foreign  countries  which  compete  in  our  markets  with  the 
domestic  crop,  but  there  are  changes  in  the  distribution.    Production  in  Ru- 
mania, usually  the  chief  competitor  of  the  United  States  in  white  beans,  is 
probably  about  the  same  as  last  year' s  large  crop  or  a  little  larger  and  may 
be  supplemented  by  a  slight  increase  in  carry-over,  and  Humgary  may  have  an 
increased  crop.    But  France  is  reported  to  have  a  small  crop  and  may  take  much 
of  the  surplus  which  Italy  took  last  year*    Reports  for  Italy  are  contradictory, 
ranging  from  another  short  crop  to  good,    production  of  export  varieties  in 
Japan  is  reduced  to  less  than  half  of  last  year's  crop  and  heavy  percentage 
of  pick  and  poor  quality  may  reduce  the  exportable  surplus  still  further,  pro- 
duction of  other  varieties  is  not  increased  enough  to  offset  the  shortage. 
Stocks  of  old  crop  of  export  varieties  in  Hokkaido  are  alyo  less  than  a  year 
ago.    There  is  little  pressure  of  Chilean,  beans  on  international  markets  in 
spite  of  an  ample  supply,  due  to  unfavorable  exchange  and  high  been  prices  in 
Chile.

Morris  at  Cairo,  Egypt,     In -the  Lower  Delta,  where  Sakellaridis  cotton  is 
grown,  the  weather  has  been  rather  unfavorable  all  season  and  as  a  result 
the  crop  condition  is  said  to  be  slightly  below  normal.    In  the  Middle  and 
Upoer  Delta  the  crop  is  reported  to  be  in  a  healthy  growing  conditions.  The 
crop  in  tipper  and  Middle  Egypt  is  practically  all  harvested.

Cotton  acreage  in  the  G-ezira  for  1932-33  smaller 

The  1932-33  cotton  area  in  the  G-ezira  district  of  the  Anglo -Egyptian 
Suian  is  estimated  at  183,440  acres,  compared  with  201,350  acres  for  the 
season  1951-32,  according  to  a  report  from  Cotton  Specialist  ?,  K,  -Tcrris 
at  Cairo.    Late  rains  are  reported  to  have  delayed  planting  and  as  a  result 
only  about  75,000  acres  were  planted  prior  to  September  16,    The  latter  part 
of  August  is  considered  the  more  favorable  -planting  time.    The  cotton  season 
in  Su~an  docs  not  coincide  with  that  of  Egypt. 

In  the  1931  annual  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Commercial  Intelli- 
gence Branch,  Central  Economic  Board  of  the  Sudan  government,  it  is  stated 
that  the  low  yield  of  cotton  for  two  years  in  succession,  was  cause  of  great 
anxiety,  for  doubts  were  expressed  as  to  the  lands  capability  of  producing 
the  requisite  return  for  the  success  of  the  scheme,  after. which  the  high 
yield  of  the  1931-52  crop  is  most  encouraging  and  evidence  that  the  G-ezira 
soil  can  under  suitable  conditions,  continue  to  produce  excellent  cotton, 
both  on  the  new  and  on  the  old  cultivated  areas.  .  .      .  •■

World  production  estimate' increased 

The  world  sugar  production  in  19  31-32,  the  season  just  ended,  is  now 
estimated  at  29,007,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  the  earlier  estimate  of 
28,961,000  short  tons.     (See  "Foreing  Crops  and  Markets",  October  10,1932, 
p. 541.)    The  revised  figure  indicates  a  decrease  of  9  per  cent  from  the 
large  crop  of  31,905,000  short  tons  produced  in  1930-31,    Slight  changes 
from  the  earlier  estimates  occur  in  Germany,  Cuba,  Jamaica,  Haiti,  Formosa,, 
Mauritius  and  Australia.    Production  in  Cuba  is  now  placed  at  2,914,616  short 
tons,  according  to  the  Cuban  Export  Corporation.    This  figure  is  16.6  per 
cent  below  the  crop  pr  educed  in  1930-31  and  44.3  per  cent  below  that  of  the 
previ?us  year.    This  is  the  second  year  in  which  Cuba  has  restricted  produc- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  International  Sugar  Agreement. 

An  official  estimate  has  now  been  received  for  sugar  production  in 
the  Philippine  Islands  in  1930-31.      The  total  crop  during  that  season  was 
958,032  short  tons  .which  is  slightly  below    that  of  the  preceding  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  natural    resources  of  the  Philippine 
Islands.    Complete  statistics  for  1931-32  are  not  yet  available;  an  unofficial 
estimate  places  the  production  of  centrifugal  sugar, which  represents 'about  90 
per  cent  of  the  crop , at  1,102,000  short  tons.    Out  of  the  total  1930-  31  pro- 
duction of  958,032  short  tons,  871,297  short  ton's  were  centrifugal  sugar. 
World  production  of  sugar  is  summarized  on  page  700. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL 

.  Argentina  has  slightly  smaller  wool  clip 

Although  the  19  32  Argentine  wool  clip,  provisionally  estimated  at 
331,000,000  pounds,  is  about  1  per  cent  below  the  193L-32  clip  and  4  per 
cent  below  average  production  for.  the  5  years  1926-1930,  exports  for  the 
season  ending  September  30,  1933  are  expected  to  at  least  equal  if  not  ex- 
ceed those  of  last  season  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  f rom  Assi stant  Agricultural  Commissioner 
C.L.  Luedtke.    This  estimate  of  the  Buenos  Aires  branch  of  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Boston  refers  to  the  clip  now  being  shorn  which  is  reported  to  be  of 
excellent  quality. 

The  quantity  carried  over  from  the  1931-32  season,  estimated  at  approx- 
imately 27,000,000  pounds  is  about  twice  as  large  as  the  preceding  season's 
carryover,  However,  domestic  consumption  this  season  is  expected  to  be  larger 
being  estimated  at  35,000,000  pounds  compared  with  only  31,000,000  pounds  last 
season  and  an  average  of  only  25,000,000  pounds  for  the  5  years  1926-1930. 
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Exports  for  the  current  season  i.e.  that  ending  September  30,  1933  are  fore- 
cast at  about  322,000,000  pounds.    Last  season,  according  to  an  estimate  based 
on  shipments  for  11  months,  exports  amounted  to  about -313,000,000  pounds  com-  . 
pared  wi th '360,000,000  pounds  exported  in  1930-31,  when    shipments  were  un- 
usually heavy. 

Raw  wool  values  steady;  Continent  active 

Late  October  wool  sales  in  Australia  were  marked  by  a  tendency  toward 
firm  to  rising  prices,  according  to  cables  from  Wool  Specialist  H.E.  Reed 
at  London.    Sydney  wool  sales  opened  on  October  31  with  prices  unchanged  from 
levels  established  in  the  series  closed  on  October  13.    At  the  Brisbane  sales 
closed  on  October  27,  fleece  wol  values  were  higher  than  at  the  opening  of 
the  series,  with  merinos  and  skirtings  up  5  per  cent  from  earlier  values. 

Japanese  and  continental  European  buyers  have  dominated  the  raw  wool 
markets  in  recent  weeks,  Mr.  Reed  observes  in  a  report  covering  the  month 
ended  October  10.    Bradford  has  been  unable  to  pass  prevailing  wool  values,  on 
to  buyers  of  serra- manufactures  and  so  has  bought  little.    Bradford  seems  in- 
clined to  writ  for  either  lower  prices,  a  firmer  basis  or  increased  demand 
for  finished  goods,  or  a  combination  of  all  three  factors.    In  semi -manufactures 
trading  was  quiet  following  the  rise  in  wool  values.    Quotations  were  firm  dur- 
ing the  period  covered  on  the  basis  of  replacement  costs.    The  undertone  was 
fairly  cheerful  in  spite  of  the  lack  ^f  business.    In  the  wool  combing  sec- 
tion of  the  industry,  activity  was  fairly  well  maintained  and  also  to  some 'ex- 
tent in  the  spinning  section  on  orders  placed  earlier  in  the  season.    Tops  and 
cross-bred  yarn  for  export  showed  an  increase,  but  seasonal  loom  activity  was 
slow  in  developing. 


UNITED  STATES  COTTON  EXPORTS  UP;  WHEAT  MOVEMENT  REDUCED 

Heavy  foreign  purchases  of  American  cotton  and  a  dra.stic  reduction  in 
the  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  were  the  outstanding  features  of  United  States 
exports  of  agricultural  products  for  the  month  of  September '1932.'   The  in- 
dex for  the  month  as  based  on  44  of  the  principal  farm  products  stood  at  90, 
a  slight  advance  over  the  September  index  a  year  ago* "but! otherwise  lower 
than  any  corresponding  month  since  1917.    When  cottoh'is*  excluded' the  index 
was  66  or  26  points  below  the  previous  minimum  for  September.    Expressed  as 
an  index,  cotton  exports  amounted  to  109  as  compared'  with  '81  during 'the  cor- 
responding month  of  1931  and  recorded  more  than  the 'usual  seasonal  advance 
over  the  two  preceding  months.  r 


The  volume  of  cotton  moving  into  foreign  channel's  'continued  on  the 
upgrade  but  of  added  significance  was  the  fact  that  'during  the  month  of 
September  the  average  export  value  amounted  to  8.2  cents  per  pound  as  com- 
pared with  7.9  cents  per  pound  for  the  same  month  of  1931  •    For  the  three 
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months  ended  September  30,  1932  total  exports  ox"  lint  cotton  stood  at  1,735- 
000  bales  with  a. value  of  $65,624,000  as  contrasted  .with  1,082,000  bales 
valued  at  $46,574,000  during  the  same  period  a- year  earlier.  •  This  was  an 
increase  of  60  per  cent  in  volume  but  a  gain  in-  value  of  only  41  per  cent. 
For  the  month  of  September,  sales  to  European  markets  amounted  to  554,000 
bales  which  was  more  than  twice  the  quantity  purchased  during  September, 
1931,  the  most  important  outlets  being  Germany,  France,  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Italy.    Shipments  to  the  Ear  East  both  for  this  month  and  for  the  three 
months  ended  September  30,  fell  off  heavily. 

Only ^ once  during  the  last  twenty  years  have  exports  of  wheat,  includ- 
ing flour,  dropped  to  the  low  point  reached  during  September,  1932  when  the 
total  wheat  and  flour  shipped  to  foreign  countries  was  only  4,226,000  ' 
bushels.    Total  exports  so  far  this  season,  July  1  -  September  30,  amounted 
to  14,918,000  bushels  as  compared  with  41,101,000  bushels  during  the -cor- 
responding period  of  1931  or  a  decrease  of  64  per  cent.     Sales  to  all  the 
principal  European  markets, as  well  as  to  the  Orient,  have  been  greatly 
curtailed  which  accounts  for  most  of  this  decrease.  , 

The  index  for  tobacco  represented  a  decrease  as  compared  With  the  Sept- 
ember indices  of  the  four  preceding  years,  but  due  to  heavier  shipments  of 
bright  flue-cured  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  China  it  was  the  highest  month- 
ly index  of  the  current  year^..   Exports  of  cured,  pork  dropped  below  those  of 
any  preceding  September  but.  there  was  a  somewhat  better  foreign  demand  for 
American  lard.    Fruits  continued,  to  make  a  favora"  le  showing  with. an  index 
of  259,  the  third  highest  September  index  on  record. :.  .  Canned  fruit,  fresh  -- 
apples,  fresh  pears  and  raisins  were  in  .greatest  demand.'    •  :         i  : ':  •

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There  was  some  reaction  in  October  from  the  more  favorable  tone 
evident  in  foreign  agricultural  markets  in  August  and  September,  accord- 
ing to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  its 
field  agents,  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  other  sources.     In  practically 
all  important  countries,  the  upv;ard  price  movement  in  evidence  in  August 
among  important  farm  commodities  turned  downward  during  October,  checking 
considerably  the  recently  renewed  buying  interest.     In  Great  Britain,  sea- 
sonal factors  being  discounted,  there  was  little  ohange  during  October  in 
the  generally  unfavorable  industrial  situation  and  unemployment  continued 
high.     The  decline  in  sterling  exchange  also  hindered  purchases  from  America. 
On  the  Continent  as  a  whole,  certain,  industrial  enterprises,  notably  tex- 
tiles, have  revived  somewhat  and  cotton  purchases  have  been  increasing,  but 
there  is  little  change  in  the  unfavorable  outlook  for  exports  of  American 
foodstuffs.     Oriental  wheat  and  cotton  markets  are  showing  less  interest  in 
American  products. 

In  Greet  Britain  the  improvement  in  statu  finances  and  the  liquidity 
of  investment  capital  appear  to  be  the  most  favorable  factors  in  the  current 
economic  situation.     The  Department  of  Commerce,  however,  reports  that  the 
general  position  of  business  in  recent  weeks  has  shown  little  change.  In- 
dustry in  general  has  not  taken  advantage  of  the  low  money  rates  now  avail- 
able.   Retail  trade  has-  shown  a  slight  though  fairly  general  improvement, 
particularly  in  food  and  provision  lines.     In  major  industries,  however, 
production  and  employment  remain  unsatisfactory.    Unemployment  figures  for 
September  £6  stood  at  2,858,000  persons  against  2,825,000  last  year.  Some 
seasonal  improvement  in  coal,. steel,  wool,  textiles,  motors  and  foot-wear 
were  about  offset  by  seasonal  declines  in  building,  road  work,  and  transport, 
hotel  and  shipping  services,  etc.     Cotton  textiles  also  have  been  less 
active  with  weaker  raw  cotton  prices  rendering  difficult  the  conclusion  of 
contracts.    Labor  disputes  also  have  unsettled  the  textile  trades.  A 
spinner's  strike  was  called  October  31  to  protest  proposed  wage  cuts. 

On  the  Continent,  Sept^mb^r  and  October  events  indicated  practically 
no  improvement  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Stuure  at  Berlin. 
Practically  all  markets  have  bu~n  under  pressure  from  heavy  seasonal  movej- 
ment  of  domestic  crops.     In  raw  mrt;rirls,  such  as  cotton  and  wool,  however, 
the  improved  demand  noted  in  August  has  be^n  fairly  well  maintained  at  levels 
substantially  above  those  of  June  and  July.     Seasonal  demand,  together  with 
more  favorable  reports  on  general  business,  have  encouraged  thu  growth  of 
some  optimism  in  the  textile  industry.     There  is  no  clear  indication  of  im- 
provement in  purchasing  power  of  consumers  in  continental  markets.     There  is 
some  evidence  of  a  check  to  the  downward  trend  in  employment  which  contrasts 
sharply  with  the  decreasing  employment  at  this  time  last  year.     In  a  few 
countries,  including  Germany,  unemployment  hrs  decreased  somewhat,  but  wage 
trends  still  incline  downward. 
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In  the  Orient,  Japanese  business  activity  continues  to  show  no  defin- 
ite trend,  according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.     Unemployment  has  been 
increasing ^despite  some  improvement  in'  certain  industries.     Coincident  with 
"  a  ~ecllne  ln  the  value  of  the  yen,  there  has  been  some  advance  in  domestic 
prices,  wniell  apparently  has  reacted  favorably  on  some  important  industries. 
The  exchange  situation  also  has  aided  exporting  industries,  such  as  cotton 
textiles,  but  purchases  of  American  cotton  have  fallen  off  in  recent  weeks, 
IT  is  not  yet  clear  as  to  the  commercial  advantages  accuring  from  the  Man- 
cnurian  venture.     In  China,  more  confidence  in  the  business  outlook  is  seen 
m  a  stronger  Shanghai  securities  market  but  actual  investments  in  new  con- 
struction are  slw0.     Harvests  are  generally  good,  and  domestic  and  Indian 
cotton  have  reduced  the  interest  in  American  cotton.    Textile  mills,  except 
Japanese,  are  fairly  well  occupied.    Native  tobacco  crops  are  reduced,  and 
stocks  of  American  leaf  not  large.

The  downward  price  movement  during  October  carried  December  futures 
at  Liverpool  down  to  52  cents  per  bushel  on  October  29.     Continental  busi- 
ness transacted  through  Liverpool  was  very  limited,  with  most  importing 
countries  slow  to  buy  in  the  face  of  large  domestic  crops.    Canada  has  se- 
cured the  bulk  of  the  small  business  in  foreign  wheat.    Values  have  been 
feeling  pressure  from  prospects  of  large  export  supplies  becoming  available 
in  Argentina  and  Australia.    Among  the  continental  protected  markets,  prices 
were  steady  to  stronger  in  France  and  Italy  during  October,  but  easier  in 
Germany  where  domestic  supplies  are  unusually  large.    From  July  1  to  Octo- 
ber 15,  United  States  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  were  less  than  one-third 
as  large  as  for  the  corresponding  1931  period.     The  movement  from  Russia 
continues  at  very  low  levels. 

Continental  wheat,  markets  displayed  an  uncertain  tone  in  the  earlier 
weeks  of  October,  turning  weaker  as  the  month  advanced,  according  to  the 
Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     Trading  has  been  irre- 
gular and  dull  in  Netherlands  and  Belgium.    Prices  have  been  maintained  for 
domestic  wheat  in  France  by  a  government  premium  paid  to  farmers  for  hold- 
ing their  wheat.     In  Germany,  the  lower  prices  for  domestic  wheat  registered 
later  in  the  month  were  accompanied  by  a  relatively  heavy  movement  of  German 
wheat  to  England.     This  movement  is  a  phase  of  the  German  policy  of  export- 
ing domestic  soft  wheats  in  exchange  for  imports  of  hard  wheats,  the  latter 
enjoying  a  reduced  rate  of  import  duty. 

For  the  3  months  July- Sept ember,  exports  of  United  States  wheat  and 
flour  to  the  Orient,  were  considerably  smaller  than  in  1931.    Exports  to 
China,   including  Hong  Kong  and  Kwantung  totaled  slightly  more  than  1,000,000  ^ 
bushels,  and  represented  little  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  corresponding  %» 
1931  movement.    Reports  of  mid-October  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service  stated  that  there  had  been  no  new  business  in  United 
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States  wheat  since  negotiations  for  an  American  wheat  loan  to  China  were 
opened.     The  wheat  and  flour  markets  in  "both  Shanghai  and  Tientsin  were 
dull  and  weak,  awaiting  developments  in  the  loan  project.     Shanghai  stocks 
were  reported  low.    There  lias  been  some  business  in  Canadian  wheat  and  flour, 
but  total  imports  this  season  are  expected  to  be  under  last  year.  Flour 
mills  have  been  operating  at  about  half  capacity.     Indications  are  that  the 
increased  flour  requirements  this  year  in  Manchuria  may  be  met  largely  from 
Japanese  milled  flour. 

In  the  three  months  July  -  September,  the  United  States  exported  only 
36,000  bushels  of  wheat  including  flour  to  Japan.     That  figure  represented 
less  than  4  per  cent  of  the  corresponding  1931  movement.     Some  additional 
business  may  be  done  in  American  wheat  by  Tokyo  if  prices  do  not  advance  be- 
yond the  October  1  level,  according  to  Consular  advices  from  Japan.  Other 
foreign  wheats,  however,  were  being  offered  at  competitive  prices.  Flour 
mills  in  Japan  are  reported  in  a  fairly  favorable  condition  as  a  result  of 
a  good  export  demand  from  Manchuria.    Domestic  demand,  however,  was  weal". 
On  October  1,  United  States  western  white  Ho.  2  wheat  was  bringing  90  cents 
&z  Japanese  mills;  Canadian  No.  5,  80  cents,  and  Australian  f.a.q.  87  cents. 
Flour  was  wholesaling  at  the  mill  for  82  cents  per  bag  of  49  pounds. 

Cotton 

3ritish  cotton  market  prices  were  irregular  during  October,  "eakness 
in  sterling  contributed  substantially  to  the  downward  trend  in  gold  q-aota- 
tions  as  the  month  advanced.    Late  October  prices  were  substantially  under 
those  of  last  year  and  considerably  below  the  neak  reached  early  in  September 
1952.'  Spinner  interest' in  raw  cotton,  consequently  fell  off  during  October, 
""eaker  exchange  also  has  been  a  factor.    Lack  of  American  support  of  raw  cot- 
ton is  cited  as  contributing  to  British  hesitancy.     In  Manchester  the  insta- 
bility of  raw  cotton  prices  is  reflected  in  difficulty  in  arranging  terms 
for-  finished  goods.    To  date  no  settlement  of  the  wage  dispute  with  spinners 
has  been  announced,  •  At  Manchester, 

:  spot  demand  for  cloth  was  fair  during  October,     There  has  been  some  freer 
buying  by  both  India  and  China.    United  States  cotton  exports  to  the  United 
Kingdom  reached  161,558  bales  in  the  period  August- Sept  ember  1932,  against 
only  35,655  bales  in  the  corresronding  period. 

On  the  Continent,  the  August  revival  in  orders  for  cotton  textiles 
was  not  continued  into  September  and  October,  according  to  Agricultural 
Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.    The  general  market  activity,  however,  has 
been  quite  well  maintained  at  levels  substantially  above  those  of  June  and 
July,     The  current  set-back  in  raw  material  prices  has  curbed  speculative 
buying  for  the  present.     Seasonal  demand  for  textiles,  however,  coupled  with 
•more  favorable  reports  on  general  business,  appear  to  be  encouraging  the 
-growth  of  some  optimism  in  the  textile  industry.    The  attitude  is  now  one 
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of  waiting  for  further  developments.    American  exports  of  raw  cotton  in 
August  and  September  1932  reached  862,000  bales  in  1932  against  353,000 
bales  in  1931.     Of  the  1932  figure,  381,000  bales  went  to  Germany  against 
151,000  bales  last  year.    About  202,000  bales  went  to  France  in  the  1932 
period  against  only  30., 000  bales  a  year  earlier.    All  other  European  buyers 
increased  their  takings  this  year. 

Oriental  markets,  however,  are  less  attractive  for  American  cotton 
this  year  than  last.     The  larger  Indian  and  Chinese  crops  have  reduced  or 
eliminated  the  price  advantage  held  by  the  American  product  in  those  mar- 
kets last  season.    By  mid-October,  moderate  quantities  of  new  crop  Chinese 
cotton  had  appeared  on  local  markets,  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
Shanghai  office  reports.     The  largest  crop  of  the  past  4  years  is  in  pros- 
pect, Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  reports  following  an  inspection 
trip.    Shanghai  stocks  of  American  cotton  were  large  on  October.  14.  In 
view  of  the  favorable  price  position  of  Indian  growths,  there  was  little 
interest  in  the  purchase  of  American  cotton.     Chinese  mills  report  activity 
at  about  normal  levels,  but  Japanese  mills  in  China  are  operating  at  only 
"60  per  cent  of  normal.    American  cotton  exports  to  China  are  placed  at  only 
49,000  bales  for  the  2  months 'August-September  1932  against  165,000  bales 
in  the  'same  months  of  1931. 

In  Japan,  early  October  parity  improved  still  further  in  favor  of 
Indian  cotton,  Consul  Donovan  at  Kobe  reports,  and  mills  made  heavy  pur- 
chases.    Since  that  time,  parity  has  not  favored  Indian  cotton,  but  prices 
have  permitted  mills  to  make  some  further  purchases.    During  the  third 
week  in  October,  mills  bought  about  150,000  bales  of  cotton,  chief ly  Amer- 
ican.    Tne.  feeling  has  bee.,  that  the  yen  would  decline  further.    There  has 
been. a  fairly  good  export  demand  for  piece  goods.    For  that  reason,  and 
because  of  some  speculative  demand >  Japanese  spinners  are  mazing  -  fair  pro- 
fits, the  Consul  states.    Production  of  many  types  of  cloth  is  sold  out 
until  February.    Piece  goods  exports  in  September  reached  200,980,000 
square  yards,  but  yarn  exports  fell  off  somewhat  during  that  month.  Im- 
ports of  raw  cotton  into  Japan  during  September  registered  a  seasonal  de- 
cline.    Imports  from  the  .United  States  reached  73,643  bales  of  500  pounds; 
from  India,  46,918  bales  and  from  other  countries,  19,072  bales. 

Pork  products 

.       In  Great  Britain,  the  leading  export  market  for  American  cured  pork, 
both  sterling  and  gold  prices  had  an  easier  tendency  during  October,  In 
view  of  the  weakness  of  sterling  exchange,  however,  gold  values  declined 
more  sharply  than  did  sterling  values  on  the  Liverpool  market.  Importer- 
to-wholesaler  quotations  on  American  green  bellies  reached  a  gold  average 
of  $8.63  per  100  pounds  for  the  month,  while  Canadian  green  sides  stood 
at  $8.14.    Danish  Wiltshire s  were  down  sharply  from  the  preceding  months, 
levels  to  average '$8.48.    American  short  cut  green  hams  also  were  easier, 
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standing  at  S9..81.     Seasonal  influences  were  factors  in  the  October  price 
movement.    American  bacon  continues  relatively  strong  in  view  of  the 
limited  supplies  available.    Exports  of  bacon  to  Great  Britain  from  the 
United  States  daring  September  continued  extremely  small.    The  movement 
of  hams  and  sho-lders  to  that  market,  however,  was. larger  than  last  year. 

.The  European  lard  markets,  also  under  some  seasonal  pressor e,  ' weak- 
ened somewhat  during  October,  but  to  a  less  marked  degree  than  in  cured 
pork.  •  In  fact,  sterling  quotations  at  Liverpool  showed  a  tendency  to  harden, 
but  the  exchange  position  brought  the  gold  value  down  to  $7.22  per  100  pounds. 
American  lard  exports  to  Great  3ri~ain  in  September,  at  nearly  17,000,000 
pounds,  were  larger  than  in  either  of  the  two  preceding  months,  and  the 
largest  September  movement  since  1926.    In  Germany  also,  lard  values  showed 
a  tendency  to  strengthen  as  the  month  advanced,  but  quotations  at  Hamburg 
averaged  $8.16  per  100  pounds,  a  slight  decline  from  September  figures.  Lard 
exports  to  Germany  from  the  United  States  during  September  went  up  to 
17,000,000  pounds,  the  largest  for  any  month  since  last  January,  and  above 
figures  for  September  for  either  1931  or  1930. 

Tobacco 


Production  of  flue-cured  tobacco  in  China  for  1932  appears  to  be  under 
that  of  1931  in  most  of  the  important  producing  areas,  according  to  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Shanghai.     There  have  been  no  recent  ad- 
vices with  respect  to  the  current  consumption  of  America  leaf,  but  stocks 
in  hands  of  independent  dealers  were  below  normal  in  mid-October.    Total  July- 
September  exports  of  American  flue-cured  tobacco  were  slightly  smaller  than 
the  corresponding  1931  figures.    Eirgures  for  September  1932  alone,  however, 
were  considerably  larger  than  in  September  of  either  1931  or  1930. 

Eresh  fruit  ■

The  export  prospects  for  American  apples  and  pears  appear  to.  b,e  much 
more  favorable  than  earlier  in  the  season.    At  the  start  of  the  season  it 
was  evident  that  supplies  were  genera  ly  quite  light  but  this  favorable  fac- 
tor was  somewhat  offset  by  po  ->r  demand  conditions  and  the  imposition,  of .  . 
various  trade  barriers  in  some  of  the  most  important  outlets.    The  short  ■ 
supply  of    apples  and  pears  in  Europe  has  been  fully  confirmed.    Stocks. in 
most  countries  are  cleaning  up  rapidly."  The  United  States  apple  crop. has 
turned  out  to  be  much  poorer  than  early  season  forecasts.    Competing.suppli  es 
from  Nova  Scotia  were  also  "greatly  depleted  by  a  windstorm  in  September. 
Consequently  from  the  supply  side  the  outlook  is  more  favorable  i£ian.aay 
since  the  highly  successful  season  of  1927-28.  .. 

'In  some  respects  the  demand  side  of  the  picture  has  improved.-'  France 
has  greatly  increased  the  quota  for  American  apples  and  pears  and  has  taken 
a  more  lenient  attitude  in  the  enforcement  of  the  sanitary  regulati ons  than 
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was  indicated  at  the  start  of  the  season.'    This' .year  American  apples  and 
pears  will  be  allowed,  to  enter  Argentina  without  any  seasonal  restriction. 
The  German  market  is  absorbing  larger  quantities  of  American  apples  so 
far  this  season  than  last.    This  is  also  true  of  Holland.    Total  exports 
of  apples  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  1932-3? . season  (July  to  September) 
■were  1,241,000  boxes,  239,000  barrels  and  39,000  baskets  compared  with 
1,431,000  boxes  and  1,241,000  barrels  in  the  same  period  in  the  1931-32 
season.     So  far  exports  have  been  proportionately  as  large  as  last,  -prices 
have  been  low  -  much  lower  than  the  short  supplies  justify  -  but  this  year, 
as  in  former  years,  United  States  apples  have  topped  the  market.    Pear  ex- 
ports in  the  first  three  months  of  the  1932-33  season  have  been  1,110,000 
bushels  compared  with  989,000  bushels  in  the  sane  period  last  year.  The 
most  important  outlets  have  been  the  United  Kingdom,  Canada,  France,  Germany 
and  the  Netherlands.    Winter  pears  should  encounter  little  opposition  from 
European  pears  as  they  have  been  reported  as  scarce.
